RESPONSE TO NOTICE REQUIRING EXCESS CLAIMS FEES 



In response to the Notice Requiring Excess Claims Fees mailed June 24, 2005, having a 
shortened statutory period for response set to expire on July 24, 2005, applicant responds as follows: 

At the time of initial filing of the application, Applicant remitted payment in the amount of
